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RETS GET A BREAPR 
OF PRESH AIR

No matter what you burn, you contaminate the 
air and you have to burn fuel to have electricity, to 
move vehicles, ships, trains and planes, to keep warm, 
to keep cool, to pump water and to dry clothes. Also, 
your body can tolerate a little poison over a short 
period of time, but how will itreactover a long term? 
And the contaminants in our air are poisons. So what 
have we in our highly mechanized nation done — worked 
outselves into an insurmountable problem? ‘‘Painted 
ourselves into a corner of our own room?”’ 

Perhaps not- unless we so wish. A columnist in 
the Washington Post may be pointing the way to a par- 
tial solution although his subject was the growing 
scarcity of fuel rather than the increasing scarcity 
of fresh air. The columnist, Nicholas von Hoffman 
(March 18, 1970), suggested that in the summer of 
1970 we may have to shut down our air conditioning 
equipment because there will not be enough fuel to 
operate the electric generating plants that supply 
them. Sounds like the good old frontier days, doesn’t 
it? And yet we may find that we are healthier and 
happier, if we revert to some of the conditions of that 
time. That was a more conservative culture in the 
sense that you took care of what you had because it 
was difficult to replace. Today we find that we must 
take care of both our fuel and our health because they 
are hard (if not.impossible) to replace. A general, 
over-all reduction in the amount of electricity con- 
sumed, if manufactured items heedlessly bought and 
needlessly discarded are reduced in quantity, will 
help extend fuel supplies, our lives and, incidentally, 
slow down inflation, 

One of the more searching yet brief comments 
on us and our world is by Dr. Rene Dubos who talked 
at the Smithsonian last October. Among other ideas, 
he suggests that we may be at the end of the phase 
when expansion just for the sake of growth is con- 
sidered the chief social value. If this idea begins to 
gain ground, it would reduce the magnitude of our 


problems and in that manner make them more readily 
solved by us.

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WRIGHT RIGHT 


Monday, April 6, 1970, the D.C, Court of Appeals 
reversed a lower court decision and stated that the 
D.C. Government must hold hearings on the contro- 
versial Three Sisters Bridge. J. Skelly Wright in his 
majority opinion found that nothing in Section 23 of 
the 1968 Federal-Aid to Highways Act could be con- 
strued as demanding that the bridge be built without 
the hearings required by the original highway act. 
Judge Wright went further saying that if, in fact, Sec- 
tion 23 denied the hearing rights granted by Title 23, 
he would have no choice but to declare Section 23 
unconstitutional, We can now look forward to extensive 
hearings on this destructive and unnecessary bridge. 
This is a victory for our Association andour Federa- 
tion both of which joined the suit. But more important 
it is a victory for our city and for citizen participa- 
tion. It is heartening evidence that our system can 
still be responsive to the people.

. man moved that the FBA oppose this change of loca- 
tion of the 2nd District headquarters, the belief being 
that the present facilities could easily be enlarged, 
in spite of the fact that the die has seemingly been 
cast and that protest at this stage would have no effect.

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The motion was seconded and passed. 


At the March 30 FBA meeting we learned from 
Frank Rich what the Metropolitan Washington Urban 
Coalition is doing to bring the city together. A native 
Washingtonian, Rich is a fervent promoter of the Co- 
alition, He wants to get the community ‘‘upset enough 
to listen to the poor and push the system to respond 
to their needs.’’ 

One of 49 urban coalitions around the country, 
MWUC is not to be confused with the National Urban 
Coalition headed by John Gardner, MWUC was founded 
in March 1968 and became active during the civil dis- 
turbances following the assassination of Martin Luther 
King. Its Board includes 45 representatives of busi- 
ness, industry, the City Council, labor, the Federal 
Government, citizens organizations, churches, and 
neighborhoods, who meet at least twice a month. 

Rich sees the Coalition as catalyst, prod, prob- 
lem-solver; but not operating arm. It sponsors regu- 
lar Monday morning prayer breakfasts for police and 
community leaders in the Shaw and Adams-Morgan 
areas. It takes stands on issues: for bills supporting 
a non-voting delegate to represent District citizens in 
Congress, against turning over the Police Department 
to Mr. McMillan. 

Rich found the Coalition mired in rhetoric, with 
a reduced staff, so decided to choose the most press- 
ing problems for attack. Foremost is the crime and 
drug problem: over 50% of violent crimes in D,C, 
are hard-drug related. Since Mayor Washington moved 
a few weeks ago to create the Narcotics Treatment 
Agency under 33-year-old Dr. Robert Dupont, there is 
a need for volunteers at halfway houses for addicts. 
Located throughout the city, these houses would pro- 
vide detoxification and methadone maintenance, Dr. 
Dupont is working with Colonel Hassan of Blackman’s 
Development Center whose programs appear to be 
meeting with some success, 

To sum up, Rich wants action = more people work- 
ing together, identifying problems, then pressing for 
a mechanism to solve them. Do you want to help? 
Call FBA President Al Cottrell to find out who’s al- 
ready doing what, or to tell him what you think we 
should do — as an organization or as individuals.

The Final ‘Report of the National Commission on 
the Causes and Prevention of Violence has been re- 
duced to pamphlet size and published through the co- 
operation of thirty-four organizations which felt it 
should be available to and read by as many people as 


possible. It has been pared down to the Introduction 
and the Summary of Recommendations given in the 
report. If the people of the United States wanted to 
create more violence, this probably could be used as 
a kind of handbook. But its real purpose is to give 
us some ideas about how we can help reduce the 
amount of violence in our country. 

The Summary of Recommendations (only eight 
small pages) provides a quick look at many problems 
we may not be greatly aware of, or which we have 
come almost to accept as a normal part of life, The 
recommendations run from discontinuing the broad- 
casting on TV of children’s cartoons containing seri- 
ous, non-comic violence to the increase of day and 
night police foot-patrols. 

The Commission has written its report; the pam- 
phlet giving the most significant elements of the re- 
port has been published. Now it’s upto us, if we care 
enough about the reduction of violence, to send 25¢ to 
one of the following organizations requesting a copy of 
‘*To Establish Justice, To Insure Domestic Tranquil- 
ity’’, = and READ it.

WAX SCALE 


The addresses of ‘‘Bottom’’ residents with Wax 
Scale on their trees and shrubs was published last 
year. It didn’t seem to help, Many of the same plants 
appear to have more Scale than last year. It can be 
devastating. 

If you see Scale on your neighbor’s plants (draw- 
ing below) ask him if he knows how to destroy them. 
The first step in a three-step campaign can begin 
now by rubbing off and collecting the chalk-like bits 
of scale that enclose the eggs of the destructive in- 
sects when only a few are visible, 

The second step is that of removing the most in- 
fested branches and thinning out the heavily branched 
shrubs to allow the penetration of the spray which, to 
be effective, must completely cover the trunk, branches 
and twigs. 

Spraying with an insecticide, the most important 
step in the campaign, begins when the insects emerge 
from the Scale in the latter part of June. Invisible 
then, but soon enlarging to be visible, three successive 
Sprayings can destroy them. Malathion or Diazinon 
(Spectracide) at two teaspoons per gallon of water 
completely covering the bark, branches and twigs will 
do it. More next month when there will be a drawing 


of the insect as it becomes visible and most vulnerable 
to spray.

A new rule adopted by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission prevents owners of full-time AM, 
FM, or TV from purchasing additional licenses within 
a market. The Commission also proposed a rule that 
would require media owners to reduce their holdings 
to no more than one license — either an AM-FM com- 
bination, a TV station, or a newspaper in one market, 
The adopted rule was ‘‘designed to prevent undue in- 
fluence on local public opinion by relatively few per- 
sons or groups.” One does not have to be an admirer 
of Spiro Agnew to recognize that he was right in de- 
nouncing the dangerous concentration of power in the 
hands of the Washington Post which owns AM, FM, and 
TV outlets in D.C. He might have mentioned the Star 
which has a similar arrangement. The point is that 
media competition is important not just because in a 
free enterprise system it sometimes leads to a better 
product, News media serve the indispensable purpose 
in a free society of informing the people of all sides 
disputes. Diversity of opinion, sad to say, is latking 
in the concentrated media of Washington. 

A welcome recent addition to the newspaper 
scene is the semi-weekly D,C, Gazette, which does a 
good job of presenting citizens’ views on local issues,

Feminist Briner? 


Drivers’ licenses are issued on the basis of 
ability to pass the drivers’ examination; not on the 
basis of color, creed, nationality or sex. 

In order to rent a car, a person must have a valid 
driver’s license, Any male or female with a valid 
driver’s license can rent a car, 

But Rent-a-Truck is a horse of a different color. 
The only qualification you need to rent a truck 
(Moderately small sized ones) is a valid operator’s 
license---and be a male. 

Although Foggy Bottom News has not done ex- 
haustive research into this apparent sexual discrimi- 
nation, the situation arose not long ago in which a 
capable young wife was unequivocally denied the privi- 
lege of renting a small panel truck at one Discount 
Truck Rental of 9xx 12th Street, N.W. solely on the 
basis of her sex. 

However, she had the faith to go across the street 
to their competitors and was happily rented a truck 
at Budget Rentatruck, 1200 K Street, NW, and returned 
it with a smile and without a scratch.
